Legislature 
In Session 


By Ken Mason 


EDMONTON, Alta., Feb. 27— 
(Members of the Legislature spent 
most of last week embroiled in 
debate on the government’s rec- 
ord $309,676,358 budget. 

And indications were that Op- 
position forces weren’t finding 
too much in it to criticize. Prob- 
ably the main reason is that the 
budget contains few changes in 
policy or departures with the one 
big exception of the $48,397,128 
deficit it forecasts. 

Except for increased spending 
by all departments, the only re- 
flection of the five-year plan in 
the budget is $9,000,000 set aside 
for homes for the aged. 

And no one is finding fault 
with the building of old folks’ 
homes. The Opposition members 
are concentrating on rapping the 
government .for allowing Social 
Credit Members to announce lo- 
cations of the homes, and for 
not building them sooner. 

Liberal Opposition Leader 

Grant MacEwan led off the bud- 

get debate last week, and con- 

- centrated his attatk on the defi- 

cit, the first one forecast for Al- 
berta in many years. 

He described it as “the latest 
in a long list of Social Credit re- 
versals or gymnastics,” and as a 
surrender to “political expedien- 
cy.” The government’s long- 
range planning, he said, reaches 
into the future only as far as the 
next election. : 

- Mr, MacEwan said the homes 
for the aged could have been 
built and in use now for less 
than the $21,000,000 spent on oil 
and gas royalty dividends. 

The Opposition leader attack- 
ed the government for giving 
away money two years in a row, 
then turning around the follow- 
ing year end budgeting for a, 
whopping deficit. It is a sign of 
moral deterioration, he said, 
when a government in a prosper- 
ous country adopts, “eat, drink 
and be merry policies.” 

He also spent time criticizing 
the government’s irrigation poli- 
cies, and quoted excerpts from 
the:report of a government com- 
mittee on irrigation. 

The committee found some ap- 
parent’ errors in southern irri- 
gation projects. He stressed a. 
part of the report which said 
the west block of the Bow River 
Development might have been 
redesigned or even rejected if 
a reclassification had been und- 
ertaken before work started.

Alberta to hp 
Services — 


A construction program for 
1959 of $4,800,000 in extending 
natural gas service in Central 
Alberta was announced by 
Northwestern Utilities, Limited. 

M. R. Stewart, general, man- 
ager, said the company was pro- 
viding for service this year to 
5,500 new customers on the ex- 
isting system. In 1958 the com- 
pany added 7,006 customers and 
was serving 83,526 at year-end. 

Cost of the extensions to 
serve these new customers, in- 
cluding main extensions, services 
and meters, is estimated at 
$1,300,000. 

The capital appropriations 
include $1,250,000 for providing 
service to new communities, The 
new communities are Provost 
and Cadogan, 10 miles south- 
east of Edmonton, and the fol- 
lowing communities 40 to 80 
miles southwest of Edmonton 
who will be served off the com- 
pany’s Pembina line which was 
completed last fall: Thorsby, 
Breton, Warburg, Sunnybrook 
and Buck Creek. A number of 
other communities are also be- 
ing considered for 1959, Mr. 
Stewart said. 

Miscellaneous extensions to 
the company’s transmission 
lines are estimated at $190,000 
this year. Distribution system 
improvements totalling $375,000 
are provided for in 1959. A 
major project is the building of 
two miles of 20-inch and 16-inch 
main on 129th Avenue in Ed- 
monton to complete the main 
trunk loop serving the north- 
west end of the city. 

In its continuing efforts to 
augment the future supply. of 
gas, the company is again pro- 
viding for the acquisition of 
various natural gas_ rights. 
These, together with improve- 
ments to its present production 
system, are estimated to cost 
approximately $1,200,000. 

Improvements and extensions 
to land and buildings owned by 
the company throughout its 
system total $370,000 this year. 
Cost of tools, equipment and 
other items is estimated at 
$115,000.

Bank of Montreal 
Business Review — 


Montreal, Feb. 25—Contrary to 
the traditional pattern, it now 
appears that the level of busi- 
ness activity in-Canada should 
not be considered as inevitably 
dependent on that of the US., 
according to the Bank of Mon- 
treal’s Business Review for Feb- 
ruary, just issued. 

Rather, says the review in 
discussing the degree of recov- 
ery from recession in both coun- 
tries, the two economies Seem 
to respond independently to 
similar influences. 

“In Canada, the recession of 
1957 began earlier, extended 
over a longer time and was less 
severe: in degree than in the 
U.S. And it has now become 
clear that the Canadian recovery 
got under way sooner but has 
been more moderate,” the bank 
says. 

Considered only in terms of 
the money value of aggregate 
output, it can be said that Can- 
ada — unlike the US. — did 
not suffer a_recession.. But 
quantitatively, trends of output 
were less buoyant because 
throughout . 1957 and in the 
early months of 1958, consumer 
prices rose steadily, the B of M 
points out. 

On the other hand, “the re- 
surgence of national production” 
in 1958 contained practically no 
element of price inflation, and 
“in both countries, the rise in 
consumer prices after April was 
so small as to be inconsequen- 
tial,” the review adds. 

Employment More Stable 

Further evidence that Can- 
ada’s level of business has been 
firmer than that of the US. is 
seen in employment figures, the 
B of M says, which show this 
country’s trend of employment 
has been mire stable than that 
south of the border. 

‘In both countries, moreover, 
the increase in total output last 
year was achieved with a less 
than commensurate increase in 
employment. To. some extent 
this reflected a lengthening of 
the average work-week in manu- 
facturing, following a shortening 
of hours during the recession. 
But in addition it ‘reflected 
significant gains in the produc- 
tivity of the average worker.” 

Throughout the period, per.. 
sonal expenditure on consumer 
goods and services, accounting 
for the final purehase of about 
two thirds of all national  out- 
put, proved to be “one of the 
steadiest sources of strength” 
and personal outlays for services 
mounted consistently in both 
countries. 

Summarizing, the. review says 
it seems evident that the recovery 
which -got underway in. Canada 
and the U.S. early in 1958 pro- 
ceeded through the closing 
months of the year and over the 
threshold of 1959. 

“In both countries,” it adds, 
“a revival of interest in new 
automobiles and buoyant retail 
sales in general suggest that 
consumer demand has strength- 
ened, and business inventory 
change has likely become a 
more positive influence. 

“These indications augur well 
for continued moderate increases 
in output, employment and in- 
come in the months ahead. Even 
more -important for the two 
North American: economies in 
the longer run could be the 
possibility of adding to the 
gains in productivity and pre- 
serving the comparative stability 
of prices that marked the past 
year,” the B of M review con- 
cludes,

Have You Ordered Chicks? 

It is getting close to the time 
to order your chicks and poults 
for this year. When you are ord- 
ering, don’t just buy the lowest 
priced birds. Poultry breeds and 
strains are being performance 
tested these days. at three sta- 
tions in Canada. One of these 
tests is operated by the Alberta 
Department of Agriculture. 
These tests provide uniform en- 
vironment and give good com- 
parisons of the different stocks 
tested. The last tests, showed dif- 
ferences in egg production from, 
157 eggs to 233 eggs per year in 
the averages of different groups. 
Mortality differences varied 
from 4% to 41% between groups 
and net income varied from 55c 
ito $2.34 per bird started.
